DUTIES OF NOTARIES. 


A Kentacky nk in the 
Court of New York.

The Commercial B of Kentucky sent to 
their collecting in this city a draft 
drawn by a person who afterward became in- 
solvent, but indo by a person who re- 
mained solyent. The bank here, in turn, 
sent ittotheir notary, Joseph B. Varnum, 
for collection. His er, Mr. Turney, pre- 
sented the draft, and it was protested, A suit 
was brought by the Kentucky Bank against 
Mr. Varnum on the ground of malfeasance in 
office. It was tned, and a judgment entered 
against bim. From this judgment he appealed 
to the Supreme Court, General Term, which 
yesterday affirmed the judgment. Judge 
Cardozo, in his opimion, hoids that it was

Street Improvements, 

One of the ycry best clauces in the new 
city « uaricr is that which provides for the 
recons‘ruciion of our worn-cut streets. It 
puts in foree the only plan by which we 
can secure good thoroughiares. We had 
tried the old system until two-thirds of our 
most important streets had become impass- 
able end remaincd so for years. No 
played-outcity in South America, Siberia 
or Asia. Mizor could have shown more 
miles oi ku‘ned pavement, more formida- 
ble ruts, more lakes of d'luted mud, more 
puddles reeking with tou! odors and filling 
the air with poison. The farmer’s team 
kcaced in Indiana or Kentucky — 
make its way in safety over many miles o 
mud-rocd to break down at last in on 
chuck-holes or siall im the mad-holes of 
Louisville. 

We bave gone on under the new charter 
‘adopicd in March, and have already laid 
severe! strcets with Nicolson pavement. 
The effect hax been a!most magical. The 
advance in proper(y on thoce streets will 
more than cover three times the cost of the 
improvement. The result kas fully ap- 
proved the sagacity of the property-hold- 
ers on thece streets, who, nearly all, in 
common wiih the great majority of our 
cii’cers, voted jor the new chartcr. But 
now comcs a sequel which is not very en- 
coureging to thoce who take an interest in 
the (horoughferes of this city. 

Nearly all the gentlemen whose property 
he~ been inerccced ip value by the recon- 
suction of the sircets were eager support- 
ers of the new charter and cspecial friends 
of the new provision in regard to street 
improvcments, and were anxious for the 
repeal of the old law requiring the city to 
keep all the streeis im repair after they 
were once made. Elated at the procpect 
ot having the new pavemenis in front of 
their propery, many of them declared they 
would gladly pay their share of the cost as 
soon as the work cou'd be firished. Now, 
however,a change has come over them. 
They have goi a fine pavement where there 
were tuts eud worn-out mud rocds beiore, 
and have felt the b..cfits in advanced 
value of propery; but having gained so 
much, they now propoce to make the rest 
of our citizens, a!l our tax-payers, in tact, 
turn. in and he'p pay for their umprove- 
ments. True, they try to put it off one up- 
on another by scying that they will pay af 
their n'ghbors will, but they ali scem to 
know of comebody elce who is not willing

President, and then her Emperor. He | 
was not then known to possess a single | 
qualification for his position; if France | 
took him then, when all the presumptions |

RECUPERATIVE CULTURE. 


The season hee been one caicuitted to test 
severely the capabilities of our soils. Oa the 
eastern slopes of the Alleghanian system ex- 
cessive rains ata critical penod were followed 
by a lengthened drought, and throughout a 
large area of other sections of the country an- 
usual eleyation of temperature has been c 
bined with a diminished precipitation of rain, 
seriously affecting the vitality of plants weak- 
eed by starvation, sballow culture, overgrow- 
ing weeds or graeses. or imperiect drainage. 
Lecal decrease of small grains has resulted 
from these causes, covuterbalanced in pari by 
local compensation from climate or pier in- 
fluences; yet the effect of high temperature 
has been 60 conducive to the growth of maige, 
the most valuable cro} in our arabie eulture, 
the ian net or ama not oniv of ine 
breaceiafir, but of the meat > roduction-of the 
country, that the materiel supplies of 
the year is greater i 

The fact of inerease production, in & sea- 
ro remarkable for exceasive beat, in a coun- 


of temperature and seasons of continued 
aridity, afiords strong evidence of the ayaila- 
ble depth and fertility of our arable lands. 
The local diminution of yieid enforces many 
a lesson of needed improvement in the drain. 
age, comminution and amelioration of im- 
pe rfect soils. 

An examination in detail of the facts of this 
year’s production, in the jight of enlightened 
agricultural experience aud of secienee applied 
to buebondry, would furvisb hiuts to improve- 
ment and aiug to progress, which, if adopted 
generaily, would increase the preseot value ot 
farm production to the extent of #500,000,000, 
It would do more—it would tend to the in- 
crease of the fertility of the soil, which now, 
in nme farms out of ten, is annually decreas- 
ing, and it would proportionately advance its 
intripsic as well as market value. 

It is gratifying to believe, from indubitable 
evidence, the examples of rational and recu- 
perative cuiture are relatively increasing, 
however slowly, and gradually making in- 
roads upou the destructive, irrational modes 
60 generally prevaient. These examples are 
most Lumeroas in the Middle States; are seen 
wiih eomperative frequency in the older sec- 
tions of the West; are found occasionally in 
New Engian i, and are beginning to be noted 
in the Soathern States, but there is no State 
in which exhaustive aud irrational culture is 
not predominant. While the cost of d 
land is Jess than the interest on its intrinsic 
value, and its yearly income may be enhanced 
at the expense of the permavent investment, 
there is little hope that present necessity or 
shortsighted greed will tail to work its im- 
poverishment; but with high prices both of 
land and labor it is more than folly to expect 
remuperative profits from unsystematic and 
unscientific cultyre. 

The grower of tobacco, turning out bis old 
fields io sedge and ‘‘poverty grase,’’ with the 
mall ecnviction that his crop is inevitadly de- 
etzuctive to fertility, has row an occasional 
opportunity to Jearn that heavy yields may 
bot "ea inconeistent with aseud: improve- 
ment. 

The wheat-grower of Gevesse, despondent 
over the waning productions of hie fair flelds, 
con turn te the example, of a progressive 
neighbor aud witness the old munificence re- 
turving through the aveaue of systematic ro- 
tation.

DROWNED. 


A Virginian Finds a Watery Grave in 
Old Beargrass Creek. 


RATHER MYSTERIOUS. 


Early yesterday morning an old lady who 
chanced to be th the vicintity of the old bed of 
Beargrass creck, at the foot of Floyd street, ola- 
coyered the dead body of a man floating tn the 
fithy water. The unexpected sight frignteoes 
the old waman, causing her to beata hasty r- 
ireat to where she «aw a number of men, and to 
these she related the cause of her fright. The 
men went te the place described by the womin, 
and finding the corpse, drew it out upon the 
bank, where it remained until the arrival of 
Coroner Weber, who, Upon searching the 
bedy, found letters showing conclusively that 
the remains were those of Major H. M. Patton, o! 
Staffo.d county, Virginia. Major Patton was a 
civil engineer, and had been itm the employ of 
General Weitzel lo improving the canal, and, it 
is said by those who knew him, that he was a 
gentleman of dignity and good standing. The 
letters found upon bis person were from a sister 
and a son, who are now in Virginia. The unfor- 
tunate man had been boarding at the Al-xander 
House, at the corner of Seventh and Market 
streets, and has been missing from there for sev- 
eral days past. During the war he 
served with distinction in a Virginia regiment fn 
Stonewall Jackson's brigade, and held the rank 
of Major. The bedy was properly dressed and
